SenaToR STEWART has intro- 
duced a bill which has for its ob- 
jects the examination and payment 
of the various Indian war claims 
of the people of the State of Nevada 
and several other Western States 
and Territories. He says it is un- 
doubtedly easy to pass the bill in 
the form in which it is presented, 
as it is but a slight amendment to 
existing laws, and the Secretary of 
War has intimated he would ap- 
prove it. The followiug is the full 
text of the bill: 


A bill amendatory of the Act for the 
benefit of the States of Texas, Colo- 
rado, Oregon, Nebraska, California, 

and Nevada, and the Terri- 
ritories of Washington and Idaho, 
and Nevada when a Territory. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress A3- 
sembled, Amend section two of the 
Act of August four, eighteen hundred 
— - hty-six, chapter eight hundred 

ninety-three of the laws of the 

Forty-ninth Congress, so as to read as 


follows, to wit: 
“Sz0.2. That the Secretary of War 


is hereby authorized to detail three 
Army officers to assist ,zhim in exam- 
ining and reporting upon the claims 
of the States and Territories named in 
the Act of June twenty-seven, eighteen 
hundred and eighty-. wo, chapter two 
goer and forty-one, of the laws of 
pete mgt 9 Congress; and also 
eon png under the Act approved 
J twenty-seven, eighteen hundred 
and sixty-one, chapter twenty-one of 
the laws of the Thirty-seventh Con- 
; and such officers before enter- 
ng upon said duties shall take and 
subscribe an oath that they will care- 
fally examine said claims and that 
they willto the best of their ability 
ea jast and impartial statement 
thereofas required by said Acts.”’ 

And at the end of the aforesaid Act, 

approved June twenty-seventh, eight- 
teen hundred and eighty-two, add the 
following as section six thereof: 

“Src. 6. The aforesaid Act of June 
twenty-seventh, eighteen bundred and 
eighty-two, shall include all claims 
against the United States by the sev- 
eral States and Territories therein 
named, and also those by the people 
thereof, respectively, on account of 
the several matters therein set forth, 
whether the same arvuse prior or su b- 

t to the several dates mentioned 
in the aforesaid Act, and which have

A WASHINGTON correspondent 
says there are upwards of thirty 
public buildings now under way, or 
about to be started by the Govern- 
ment. Complaints have been made 
by the new Supervising Architect 
that several of the buildings being 
constructed are not what they 
should be. The public tuilding at 
St. Joseph, Me., settled during the 
month of Nevember four and one- 
half inches. The building is com- 
pleted as far as the third story, and 
has cost thus far $100,000. Mr. 
Freret, the Supervising Architect, 
says that the buiiding will neces- 
sarily have to be taken down and 
rebuilt. The public building at 
Council Bluffs, Iowa, has settled 
two inches within the past month 
and a half,and there is considerable 
alarm about it. A similarcomplaint 
is made in regard to the public build- 
- ing at Quincy, Lllin>is, and work 
there has been ordered stopped. At 
present Mr. Freret’s problem is not 
how to start and. build new build- 
ings so much as to know how to 
save those that have been badly 
started. The difficulty in the cases 
mentioned, he says, is due largely 
to the haste with which contracts 
were let. It is to be hoped that 
when the building at Carson will 
be commenced it will be done ‘so 
carefully and workmanlike that no 
fault will be found with its founda- 


tion.

Railroad toe be Constructed. 

So much has been said about the 
building of a road from Salt Lake 
City to Los Angeles that it is a re- 
lief, says the San Francisco Exam: | 
iner, to be able to give some tangible 
data about the project Alexander 
Badlam, a San Francisco promoter 
of the scheme, bas been interviewed 
by a reporter of that paper, and this 
is what he said: 

“T can state definitely that a new 
railroad frum Salt Lake City right 
into Los Angeles is now an assured 
fact. It is not going to be a contin- 
uation of the Utah Central Railway, 
that runs from Provo City on the 
Denver and Rio Grande road to 
San Francisco in Southwestern 
Utah.

The Present Status of the Stock 
Business in the Western 
States and Territories. 

Arizona Hoofand Horn.] 

The close of the marketing sea- 
son of 1887, while it presents no 
special cause for exultation on the 
part of the stockmen of the range 
country of the West, leaves the 
stock iuterests of the Western 
States and. Territories—included 
within the range area—in a far bet- 
ter condition than could have been 
expected in the closing months of 
1886, when the air seemed filled 
with nothing but apprehensions of 
almost universal failure. While it 
is impossible, within the limited 
space of an ordinary newspaper 
article to review with any great 
degree of thoroughness the present 
condition of the stock interests in 
each distinctive division of the 
western range, a brief and succinct 
statement of the general features 
in each Territory and State may 
not be out of place: 

TEXAS. 

In the Lone Star State, which 
still is and for several years will 
be the leading factor in the pro- 
duction of range beef, a better feel- 
ing at present prevails than has 


existed since the decline of the 


booming deals of the early ’80’s. 
The surplus stock held over for the 
higher prices that never came has 
been well werked off, and bands of 
cattle have been reduced in quan- 
tity, in order that a better quality 
might be obtained, through the 
agency of the butcher and the 
spaying operator. The adaptabil- 
ity of the prickly pear and of cot- 
ton seed as beef-making foods has 
added a new feature to the prepar- 
ing of beef cattle in Texas for the 
market, and one which is as yet in 
its infancy. But few large sales of 
steers for feeders or for the mar- 
ket are noted, an indication that 
the producer feels confident that 
the near future will bring an im- 
provement all along the line, as far 
as Texas cattle are concerned, both 
as to condiiion and prices, an 
opinion in which the best author- 
ities heartily concur. 
COLORADO. 

In Colorado things are not what 
they might be, and the outcome of 
the present Winter will be looked 
for with’ considerable apprehen- 
sion. Indeed, the prices that Spring 
will bring concern the stockmen of 
the Centennial State far less than 
do the probable losses of the pres- 
ent Winter. While stock on south- 
ern and eastern Colorado ranges 
will enter the Winter in middling 
fair condition, those of the north- 
ern and western portions have 
hardly as yet fully recovered from 
last Winter’s ravages. Combined 
with these facts is short feed,which, 
while it may be sufficient to pull 
stock through a reasonably favor- 
able Winter, will hardly put them 
through a severe one. In fact, Col- 
orado can scarcely be longer 
counted as a prominent figure in 
the production of range beef, as the 
State is in a condiiien of transition 
from an open range to a close 
grazing country, a fact prominently 
brought before the world during 
the last Summer by the closing of 
the old historic Texas trail north- 
ward. While itis true the State 
will always be a big beef producer, 
it will be ina way similar to the 
Eastern States, wherein small and 
well bred cattle will figure instead 
of large bands, wherein number 
exceeds quality, and which are al- 
lowed to rustle for themselves 
instead of being diligently cared 
for. 

WYOMING. 

In this Territory the stockmen 
will enter the Winter wedded to a 
line of action that could havé been 
adopted with profit years ago, that 
is the reduction of herds in pro- 
portion to ran<e facilities, while in 
many instances provisions have 
been made for feeding, a provision 
that means, if it means anything, a 
restriction in the number of cattle 
raised. With the rest of the north- 
ern Territories, Wyoming suffered 


‘severely during the Winter of 


1886-87 and the lessons learned 
during that season will not soon be 
‘forgotten. The fact was then fully 
realized that overstocked ranges 
‘meant heavy loss whenever an un- 


| favorable year came, and during 


‘the last year the stockmen of the 
Territory took advantage of every 
opportunity to give their ranges a 
chance to recuperate, and in conse- 
quence the outlook in Wyoming 
to-day is better than it has been for 
| years, and with good judgment 


|and reasonably fair management 


during the next few years, the

MONTANA. 

Reperts from the great stock 
ranges of this Territory possess a 
healthy and reassuring ring. While 
it will take years for the stockmen 
to recoup the losses of last Winter, 
and while some heavy failures are 
reported among cattle concerns, 
these events were bound to come 
sooner or later, and now that they 
are passed the cattlemen who have 
pulled through the crisis feel them- 
selves in a condition to await the 
reaction which is sure to come, 
and which, when it does come, will 
bring with it better and more per- 
manent prices than have been 
known for years. Montana more, 
perhaps, than any other portion of 
the range country, experienced all 
the feverish fluctuations of high 
pressure cattle speculations, and 
its losses has been proportionately 
greater. Adversity was the only 


and asthe cure has been effected 
the stock interests of Montana haye 
reached bed-rock, and the future 
will bring with it an early and 
marked improvement. All advices 
unite in saying that stock through- 
out the Territory were seldom in 
better condition at this time of the 
year than they now are, while the 
ranges are in better condition than 
they have been for years, facts 
which indicate that its live stock 
are abundantly prepared to pass 
safely through more than an aver- 
agely severe Montana Winter. 
IDAHO. 

Idaho, like Wyoming, is showing 
a strong tendency to develop its 
sheep industry at the expense of 
cattle growing, on account of the 
depression existing in the latter 
business and the loss sustained 
during the last Winter. This is 
due to the existing discourage- 
ment felt in cattle-growing circles, 
and which even an ordinarily fair 
Summer, and an abundance of 
Winter feed, have not been able to 
entirely dissipate. Entering the 
Winter in good condition, as the 
stock interests of the entire Terri- 
tory do, there is every indication 
that the Spring will find the stock- 
growers of Idaho in better shape 
and on firmer foundations than 
they have enjoyed for years—es- 
pecially is this the case with the 
southern portion of the Territory, 
where both the ranges and the 
stock are in excellent condition to 
enter the Winter monthe, 

UTAH. 

The condition of the stock busi- 
ness in Utah is, perhaps, more crit- 
ical than in any other portion of 
the west. Never a large producer, 
the stockmen of the Territory will 
enter the Winter with fear and 
trembling as the extreme dryness 
of the last season has caused a gen- 
eral scarcity of feed on the ranges, 
which with the prospect of cold 
weather does not argue well for 
the welfare of stock. 


NEW MEXICO AND ARIZONA, 


In these twin Territories of the 
southwest, 1887 closes with every 
indication of prosperity near at 
hand. The stockmen of both Ter- 
ritories have held back during the 
last season from shipping beef 
stock wherever circumstances per- 
mitted, and any improvement that 
may take place in the market will 
be, therefore fully realized on. 
Each Territory goes into Winter 
with ranges in magnificent condi- 
tion, while all classes of stock have 
had the benefit of the good grazing 
brought by early Autumnal rains. 
Possessing climates entirely free 
from inclement weather, the stock- 
men of Arizona and New Mexico 
need apprehend no fear on the 
score of Winter losses, while the 
early and abundant snow and rain 
storms that have already fallen in 
both Territories will insure suf- 
ficient moisture to make early 
Spring grazing luxuriant and 
ifandant This, together with tLe 
certainty of a mild Winter, will 
give to the two Territories the call 
on the beef market of 1888, in the 
way of being the first on hand to 
ship range steers in good condi- 


tion.
